There is ho need yet to aban- 
dan hope that Hungary, now 
that the. .peace...treaty.has been 
signed, may be able to work its 
way back in. freedom and inde- 
pendence to an honourable place 
among the United Nations. Its 
economic burdens are heavy and 
its contacts with the Western 
world difficult. On the credit 
side, however, it has. the assur- 
ance that its efforts are regarded 
with sympathy and, what is more 
important, that. sympathy, which 
has already been strengthened, 
may be still further strengthened 
by practical economic support. It 
is startling to be brought so sud-~
